Fine Field Assured for Latonia 
Inaugural Handicap, Feature 
of Opening Day. 



Cincinnati. O., Novenilier 9. — With the opening 
of the Latonia aiituuin meeting definitely set for 
Wednesday of next week, horsemen whose stables 
nre quartered at Hie Kenton County course are 
busily engaged arranging tlieir plans for tlie inaugu- 
ral day’s raring. With over seven hundred horses 
awaiting the bugle rail, and all of them fit and 
ready, it is natural to e::|ieet that the first day’s 
eard will lie filled to the limit and that the dif- 
ferent rnees will furnish tin- shan>est kind of con- 
tention. As a result of the many postp uioincuts 
a lietter day’s card for the o|>eniug will lx* offered, 
and the rivalry among the horsemen in the contests 
for the rich purses will Is- keener thau ever. 

The revised program laiok for the first six days 
of tin 1 meeting has just been issued by Secretary 
Campbell. It follows closely tlie composition of the 
original hook, with a few changes to meet the 
desires of the horsemen. Secretary Campliell 1ms 
founded his program on a high-class basis, ami the 
hearty i-o-oiieration of the horsemen is all that 
i- now necessary to afford Luumia patrons the oesi 
•-lass of racing ever witnessed in the west. 

Scattered through the l>ook are numerous races, 
t'.ie conditions of which stipulate that a substantial 
percentage' of the purses will be paid in War 
Savings Stamps. The Ameriean Red Cross will 

also Ik- enriched to the extent of a ten per eent 
dednetion from all stakes and parses. Tlie re- 
mainder of tlie amount pledged to the Red Cross 
will be raised, it is exacted, hy these conditions 
of the association and track employes. 

An exceptionally large pro|iortion of the thirty- 
three eligihlcs to tlie $4,00(1 Latonia Inaugural 
Handicap arc in active training at the track for 
this race, which is at one mile and a sixtenth. 
::nd which will he the main attraction opening 
day. It is evident the field that will start 
in this event will be one of the hast brought to- 
gether iu Kentucky this fall. Present indications 
isiint to a field of no less than twelve next Wednes- 
day. and this numlier may lie increased in tlie

Happy Valley 
is regarded as tlie most prominent racer in tlie 
Martin stable. 

Stabling room at Latonia is now almost at a 
premium and the track management is doiug some 
tall hustling iu an effort to meet the greatly in- 
creased demand. It is altogether likely that sonic 
of the lute applicants will have to be turned down. 

A. L. Kirby intends campaigning a string of 
eigliteeh horses at New Orleans the coming winter, 
including three yearlings. He may also take a 
few horses for Rome Rcspess, if that owner decides 
to send any of his horses to New Orleans. Kirby 
has iu h'* *talde a promising two-year-old by 
Sweep — Senienteria , which lie has named War Oar- 
den. This youngster lias never started in a race, 
but all rc|Kirts credit him with fine s|ieed.

WILLIAM KARRICK TO RACE AT BOWIE WEIGHTS FOR $10,000 BOWIE HANDICAP 



Hallenbeck and Cleveland Stables Also to Bo Rep- 
resented at Prince George’s Park Meeting. 

Baltimore. Md., November 9. — William Karriek, 
Frank Taylor and Frank Regan will take to Bowie 
next week for the final meeting of the estern rac- 
ing season — Novcnilicr 11 to November 30 inclusive — 
three strong metropolitan stables. Karriek has re- 
tired W. R. Coe's crack colt Sweep On and his 
brilliant filly Tenntia for the year. But he has 
not retired the three-year-old Bright Angel nor Kiss 
Again, Under Fire. Over There, I'ncle’s Iaissie and 
two or three other good youngsters, and ail of them 
ire going to Bowie. 

The promising young jockey, Myers, who, under 
careful training of the trainer of the Coe stable 
is fast learning how to ride, will ride for Karriek 
.it Bowie. Myers is a keen lad at the jiost and a 
pretty good judge of pace. His chief fault is Iiis 
habit of running his mounts into |iorkets in efforts 
to get to the front on the inside rail. Karriek 
is striving to break him of this habit. 

Over There, which beat Commander J. K. L. Ross’ 
recent purchase. War Marvel, in the last race in 
which the two youngsters met at Yonkers, is the 
best of the two-year-olds Karriek will take to 
Bowie and lie is in tiptop condition. He ran an 
excellent race wtih BiHy Kelly and Mad Hatter at 
Pimlico last week. Kiss Again, a daughter of 
Tracery and a good looker, will do better at Bowie 
'n races at three-quarters, six and a half furlongs 
md seven-eighths for two-year-olds than she has 
been doing at five-eighths ar«l five and a half fur- 
longs, as she has displayed a liking for longer 
listanees. 

I'nder Fire, a hay son of Swynford. which Mr. 
Coe brought over from the other side last year when 
lie inigiorted the entire yearling output of the Sled- 
nere Stud, is .Hunker youngster that has been want- 
ing to go farther than five and a half furlongs, 
iiut which lias been denied the opportunity. 

BRIGHT ANGEL WELL LIKED. 

Karriek believes that Bright Angel, which has 
been slow finding her racing legs, will win two or 
three races at Bowie before snow flics. Bright 
Angel is a good looker and a singularly devehqied 
filly. But she liuckcd two or three times as a two- 
year-old and did it once again last spring. 

In Sulvestra, a daughter of Watervale ; House- 
maid. a ten-year-old daughter of Broomstick, and 
Young Adam, a good home-bred son of the Flying 
Fox stallion Adam. J. J. Hallenbeck has a trio of 
formidable horses for Bowie racing. They are in 
tiptop condition too. Housemaid is not as good at 
sprinting as she used to be when she was younger, 
'•tit she lias won several purses since Mr. Hullen- 
l»eck brought her back from the stud, and she is as 
•ood now as she was at Jamaica iu early October. 

Salvestra, which defeated Dorcas at a mile and a 
inarter at Pimlico the other day, is one of the 
best three- year-olds of either sex in training. 
1 oung Adam is a two-year-old of high speed and 
he looks like a long distance runner. Young Adam 
•vas hred by Mr. Hallenbeck’s father, tlie kite H. 
• ■ Hallenbeck, at Meadow Brook Farm in Mon- 
mouth County, New Jersey. His sire. Adams Kx- 
press, is now the property of the United States 
Army Remount Service, the New York sportsman 
having presented him to the government some three 
>r four weeks ago to lie assigned to tlie work of 
siring cavalry, artillery and transport horses. 

Dorcas. Matinee Idol and Whimsy are the three 
stars of the Cleveland Stable Unit Regan will race 
•it Bowie. Dorcas was not good enough on Wednes- 
la.v to | H -at Salvestra at a mile and a quarter, but 
many good | !( , rw , s have failed to triin Salvestra. 
Nevertheless the daughter of Ildriui is at the top 
of her form. 

Whimsy looks better than lie has looked all year, 
and his last race at Pimlico was one of the best 
he has shown in some time.

"In the 
first place, we are going to build a number of new 
stables and renovate all the old ones. The whole 
place is going to be dressed up in new colors and 
the clubhouse will be extended and joined to the 
grandstand, after tlie pattern of Aqueduct. In 
faet, we are going to make a lot of improvements 
to accommodate the public and horsemen. We an- 
ticipate a big year in racing and we want to make 
everything as comfortable as possible.” 

Among tlie turfmen who will spend the winter in 
New York is Emil Herz. “I shall pay a visit to 
Kentucky about once a month to settle hills and 
look at the youngsters on tlie farm.” said Emil, 
“and then come hack to New York and spread out 
in the armchair.” Billy Beverly also will winter 
here. Ed Callahan will spend a few weeks fishing 
uml hunting in the south until tlie New Orleans 
meeting opens, where lie will probably continue 
operating us a purveyor of odds. 

Quite a few regular followers of turf affairs 
who have skipped tlie Pimlico meeting, settling up 
tlieir affairs here, will be seen at tlie Bowie track. 
Harry Stevens lias tlie catering privileges at Bowie 
during the coming meetiug.

Baltimore, Md., November 9.— The Walden Stakes, 
Pimlico's big juvenile feature, was staged as the 
principal attraction by the Maryland Jockey Club 
this afternoon. It brought out a field of high- 
class two-year-olds and Commander J. K. L. Ross 
furnished the winner in War Pennant, a colt he 
recently acquired from A. K. Maeomber. War 
Pennant was ridden by jockey Loftns. made all the 
pace and won easily from Milkmaid, which r.:a 
coupled with War Pennant and War Marvel as the 
Ross entry. Thunderstorm was third after coming 
wide in tlie homestretch. Translate finished a clos - 
up fourth after closing a big gap from a slow be- 
ginning and then following Cirrus, which ran a 
disappointing race. War Marvel was a keen factor 
to the stretch turn, tired badly the last quarter 
and was beaten off. 

A crowd of tremendous proportions came early 
this afternoon to Pimlico to witness the running 
of one of tlie best programs of the meeting. The 
Washington delegation was jMirticularly large, with 
the Army and Navy well represented. It was a 
truly American sport-loving crowd out for a day’s 
raring. 

Tlie running of tlie Pimlico Breeders’ Remount 
Race aroused much interest. Colonel Bcanl. of tlie 
23d Cavalry, led the field to tlie post. The winner 
turned up in Valais, which heat li is opponents iu 
easy fashion. After tlie horses were unsaddled 
they were inspected hy tlie committee, comprising 
Major Robert Strawbriilge, Major Hayden Channing 
and F. Ambrose Clark, who finally selected the 
stallions Valais, Trial hy Jury, Captain Ray and 
Greek Legend as the most suitable for sires of the 
Remount Division of the United States Army. In 
accordance with its announced policy, the Maryland 
Jockey dull will purchase the selected stallions and 
present them to the government. 

CORN TASSEL BEATS STR0MB0LI. 

Tlie Southern Handicap at one mile and a six- 
teenth brought out a fast band and resulted in a well 
contested struggle. Corn Tassel winning, with Strom - 
boli second and Star Master third. L’Errant showed 
the way to tlie homestretch, when the Wilson 
representative passed him and drew away at the 
end. Stromboli, after being forced wide entering 
tlie stretch, finished fast and gaining with every 
stride. 

The eleventh running of the Green Spring Valley 
Steeplechase was robbed of much interest by nu- 
merous mishaps, only four of the eleven starters 
finishing tlie course. Trumpator was the winner 
by seven lengths. Fencer, from the stable of E. 
II. McLean, fell at tlie thirteenth jump while lead- 
ing and appearing all over the winner. 

Candle Light scored a well-earned victory in 
the opening race, heating the Canadian-bred young- 
ster Doleful by a head after the latter hail appar- 
ently secured a winning lead. 

Valspar’s success in tiie sixth race was in the 
nature of a surprise. Happy Valley and Bolster 
being looked U]ion as the most likely winners. 

Tlie Glenmore Handicap proved an interesting 
contest. Game Cock being awarded the decision 
by a neck over Thorn Bloom, which was but a head 
iu advance of Flittergold. 

Commander Ross was highly pleased over War 
Pennant’s victory. It is safe to say that the colt 
will be nominated for ail the important three-year- 
old fixtures of next year, including the Kentucky 
Derby and the Preakness Stakes. 

Dick Pickett, who is in tlie Engineers’ Corps at 
Camp Meade, came over this afternoon and ac- 
cepted the mount on Kingstown Pier in the Green 
Spring Valley Steeplechase. 

A big delegation came over from the War De- 
partment at Washington to witness the running 
of tlie Pimlico Remount Breeding Purse. Two 
mounted army officers led the field to the post. 

FAMOUS AUSTRALIAN JOCKEY IS DEAD 

Tlie famous old Australian jockey, Billy Delaney, 
has died in Sydney at the age of 41!. He had a long 
and highly successful career in tlie saddle, for he 
was only 11 years of age when he rode his first 
winner at Steuart Town. He was the first jockey 
in Australia to receive a retaining fee. While 
associated with Mark Thompson’s stable bis best 
wins were on Oxenbam’s Sailor Boy. Cabin Boy and 
Pilot Boy, but lie had also to his credit a Sydney 
Cup on Lady Trenton, a Caulfield Cup on Waterfall 
and two Derbys on Cocos, for Ike Foulsham. He 
also rode two seconds and a third in the Melbourne 
Cup.

"Tlie alslieation of Emperor William is officially 
announced from Berlin, according to a Havas dis- 
patch from Basel,” was the message flashisl over 
the country late yesterday afternoon by the Asso- 
ciated Press, thus ends the rule of the most de- 
spised monarch of modern times and the one man 
u poii whom, together with the tremendous military 
engine of destruction of which he was the ein- 
lMNliment. the exponent and leader, rests the re- 
sponsibility of deliberately planning and bringing 
about the greatest war the world has ever seen. 

Civilization will never forget that it was lie 
who signed the order of German mobilization anil 
that lie stood sponsor for the terrorism and brigand- 
age. which, under the guise of warfare, ravished 
Belgium, laid waste the cities of France, depopu- 
lated and outraged Serbia. 

Neither will it forget that it was the minions of 
the emperor who sent the Lusitania, with hundreds 
of women and children, to the watery depth of the 
Atlantic. Before the liar of humanity lie was ad- 
judged guilty, lie. who long proclaimed himself 
the prince of peace, stood revealed as humanity’s 
scourge, and against liiui and all that he represented 
lose the world of democracy and freedom. There 
is no sorrow over his downfall, the whole world, 
even his own people, rejoice. So cuds for all time 
Kaiser Wilhelm.

No matter where one goes where 
horsemen congregate the Billy Kelly-Eternal race 
is always brought up. and opinions are still much 
divided on the merits of the two horses. 

Some experts claim Scliuttinger outgeneraled 
Satide. Others claim that Billy Kelly was not 
quite at his best and allude to the wound below 
his ankle as proof of their assertion, the supposition 
being that his trainer could not have prepared him 
as well as he would have done if the injury had not 
been there. Qu^te a number also assert that had 
Sarnie kept his mount closer to Eternal in the early 
stages of the running the result would have been 
different. 

looking back at the race there were several in- 
cidents in connection with it that would indicate 
that Billy Kelly is the best horse. In the first 
place, Billy Kelly was stepped on in a prior race by 
Leoeliarcs and cut just tielow the ankle on his near 
hind leg. At the time Ills trainer. H. G. Bedwell. 
did not think it serious, but later discovered that 
it would need more than ordinary treatment. The 
injury bothered the youngster for several days, 
and finally resulted in an o|ten wound. Being super- 
ficial. it did not stop Billy Kelly in his work to any 
great extent, but Bedwell was worried, fearing 
jiossible infection. 

On the day of the race Bedwell asked permission 
to send the horse to the post with a bandage which 
was to be removed by his foreman after the horses 
had reached the post. The request was granted. 
This indicated that the wound was still open ami 
liable to gather sand and grit before the race was 
started. 

For the first sixteenth of the running both Scliut- 
tinger and Sande appeared to have waiting orders, 
the two being little more than heads apart. A 
moment later Scliuttinger sent his colt to the front 
with a decided hurst of speed, and in less than an 
eighth there was a length and a half of daylight 
between the pair, with Saude hand riding Billy 
Kelly tq keep hint within range. 

HAD SHORTENED UP GAP. 

Fifty yards front the finish Billy Kelly hail re- 
duced Eternal’s lead to possibly half a length and 
was hanging a trifle, though still gaining slowly. 
Eternal was giving up his best with bulldog courage, 
as was Commander Ross’ gelding. Both horses were 
showing the result of tlieir efforts and it came 
down to a question of rider against rider, as botli 
horses needed help. Billy Kelly did not gain much 
more than an inch at every stride for the last fifty 
yards. hut there is no question he was gaining, and 
while he was beaten at the post by half a neck, 
there is little question lie would have worn Eternal 
down had they had a few more strides to go. 

Most of the older and more conservative horsemen 
expressed themselves after the race as believing 
Billy Kelly was a trifle superior lo Eternal, and 
that he would prove it next year. The supporters 
of Eternal differed, claiming that had Eternal 
hugged the inrail at the turn for home he would 
have won by a greater margin. This argument is 
offset by the fact that Billy Kelly went even wider 
than Eternal as lie came up on the outside, Sande 
evidently preferring that position to taking a chance 
of either a shutoff or being deprived of the use of 
his whip hand. 

That Sande made some mistake in his ride was 
gathered by the scolding Bedwell gave him after the 
race. What he did contrary to the wishes of the 
trainer is Itedwell’s affair. He may have been alone 
in Isis opinion, as the only observable error Sande 
made was in permitting Scliuttinger to steal away a 
couple of lengths in the first three -sixteenths of th" 
race. It was that sudden move of Schnttinger’s 
nearing the eighth post that had much to do 
with the result. It takes a mighty good horse to 
make up two and a half lengths on another good 
and game horse in the last three-eightlis of a three- 
quarters dash. A stronger, more alert and experi- 
enced rider than Sande would hardly have allowed 
Eternal to steal away. Could Sande have kept 
Billy Kelly within a length or even a length and a 
half of Eternal in the first three-eighths there is 
little question he would have beaten him. 

It will he interesting to watch the careers of 
both Billy Kelly and Eternal, as many wagers have 
already been made that the one will beat the other 
the first time they meet, Billy Kelly having the 
decided preference at a mile or a greater distance. 



STEFAN THE GREAT’S IMPOSING VICTORY 

England’s most famous race for two-year-olds, 
the Middle Park Plate, at three-quarters of a mile, 
was run at Newmarket Octolier IS, and was won 
by tlie gray colt Stefan the Great, by The Te- 
trarch— Perfect I’each, with Knight of Blyth sec- 
ond, Dominion third and six more unplaced. The 
race this year was worth $16,075 to the winner, 
concerning which W. Allison wrote in London 
Sportsman: 

“We have certainly seen something like a cham- 
pion win ti K > Middle Park Plate today, for Stefan 
tlie Great is unquestionably backward, and it was 
a surprise to see him able to acquit himself so 
brilliantly in his present condition. His trainer 
had hardly expected front home gallops that he 
would stay the three-quarters so well, but no 
doubt his first race must have done hint a lot of 
good. Mr. Lionel Robinson half thought of reserv- 
ing him for the Dewhurst Plate, so as to give him 
more time, hut bolder counsels prevailed. Dominion 
came out liest of tlie penalized division, but Bruff 
Bridge disappointed his supporters. His form at tin- 
last meeting was moderate, for Baal Gad was only 
a length and a neck behind him, and we saw tin- 
other day that Baal Gad must be fully twenty-one 
pounds heiijiul Buchan. Knight of Blyth finished 
second today, and he is certainly a somewhat un- 
lucky colt. I^ird Basil had a following, but he may 
not he at his best until next year. There can be 
no mistake now about The Tetrarcli having made 
good with iiis first two-year-olds, and it is little 
short of astounding that Admiral Meux's fine Te- 
tran-h yearling filly did not make her reserve of 
1.009 guineas on Wednesday. Why, Mr. Buchanan 
has been offered 1.000 guineas’ profit on tlie Te- 
trarch yearling, ’which lie bought as a foal last 
December. The colt in question is a brother to 
Stefan the Great, and would doubtless realize sev- 
eral thousands’ profit if he were offered for sale 
now. Mr. Robinson's actually best The Tetrarcli 
foal did not come up for sale in December, lint he 
let her go as a yearling last month for -100 guineas. 
This was the gray filly, dam Bill and Coo. The 
Maiden Plates were not of much interest and 
;ieo|iie were more concerned in looking at the 
Middle Park runners, of which Stefan tlie Great 
is certainly the most commanding. Whether he will 
Is- Started for the Dewhurst Plate at tlie next 
meeting is uncertain. It was Mr. Roliiuson’* in- 
tention to run him for only one of the big races 
but now that he has got through the first of them 
successfully it may be decided to let him go for 
the other also.”

TRAPPING IN THE NORTH WOODS 



How a Man Lives, Works and Finds Profit at 
a Lonely Trade. 

*‘In the last six months,” writes a correspondent 
to Ilunter-Trappcr-Trader, “I liuve had a most en- 
joyable time among the tall timbers of the wild 
woods. I did not get properly started on the trap- 
ping ground until the end of November. For in 
November I had a young man as a partner who 
thought lie could better himself at the end of that 
month. So Dooomlior 1 I found myself alone in 
my hunting ground. I had three camps, eight 
miles apart and well equipped with traps, blankets 
and cooking outfits. So I just went at the game in 
tlie old way. Setting out for mink along the creek 
and for marten and fisher on the high flats and 
ridges, putting fox sets on the slioals and inlets on 
the lakes and looking for heaver in the many ponds 
cn route. Two of my camps are well built of logs 
and warm and snug, hut the other one is just a 
-lean-to of poles up against a large rock, and it re- 
quires a hot fire at all times it: order to keep warm. 
Tiie country fur about six miles to the north of iny 
headquarters camp lias all been burnt over some 
years ago and contains eight small lakes having 
I leaver in ttiem and there are also some good otter 
working between them. Then going farther I strike 
the green woods of heavy pine, spruce and poplar. 
The ground is rough, ridge after ridge anil deep 
valleys lying between with some good creeks in 
them. My third camp is on “Blind Man’s Creek,” 
which is a large deep creek running east and west 
connecting a chain of small lakes. Then I 
go 011 north to a large lake, “Deception Like.” some 
twelve miles long, full of deep bays anil islands. 

TIMBER WOLVES’ CROSSING. 

This lake is a good place for timlier wolves, as 
they have a runway crossing it to the north of 
Deception Like, and bearing east I followed a chain 
of small lakes to the Sturgeon River, where my 
third camp is built on the shore of a wide creek, 
on the hank of which I have found quite a clearing 
in the forest, and on examination find it is all 
beaver work. Many trees cut down are two feet in 
diameter. I have put in a nice quiet winter, not 
doing as well as I should have liked to, hut paying 
expenses and having a jolly good time of it. Hf 
course it is somewhat lonely at times in the camps 
in long winter nights, hut when alone I’d much 
rather make camp in the woods just wherever I 
liapiiened to be when night comes. I did this sev- 
eral winters; it is the true way to do the business. 
I’d look out a spot alsiut one and one-half hours 
liefore dark where I could get enough dry wood 
and green brush to make a snug camp — there dig 
out a camp sight witli one of my snow shoes, throw- 
ing the snow well back, next made a wind brake 
with four or five green spruce tops. Now enough 
iii<-e green brush to make a snug lied. I’d stick 
up six isdcs over the hack of the wind brake, their 
upjs-r ends leaning towards the fire over which to 
throw the canvas wrapper of my toboggan, making 
a sort of lean -to roof to draw the heat in. Then I 
get my light axe and start cutting wood. I’d 
drop three or four dry jack pines and cut them into 
eight foot logs, then some smaller wood, dry 
brush and birch bark. Cut a water hide in a nearby 
creek and make a pot pole and a long poker and 
lie already for darkness. I never find it lonely 
in an o|ien camp like this. Tlie fire will soon roar 
and give out a great heat. 

Then there is supjier to get. Tlie bannock to be 
baked in the frying pan before the fire. Tlie 
moose meat cut up and boiled with a few pieces of 
bacon, and water for the tea in another pail. Then 
after supiier the good comfortable smoke, lighting 
your pipe with a hot brand from the fire. Next 
comes the wort of drying moccasins and duffles 
and putting them in the sleeping bed as soon as they 
are dry and dressing the feet in a spare set of 



socks and moccasins to sleep in. When all is 
done I empty tlie water and tea out of the kettles 
so that the frost will not hurst them and sit be- 
fore the fire, pipe in mouth and skin and stretch 
fur and make myself comfortable. When all is done 
there are so many tilings within sight and sound to 
keep me from being lonely. Lying back on my 
sleeping hag with my feet towards tiie fire I look 
up and see tlie tall spruces and pines around me 
standing up grand and somber, then overhead the 
sky, one mass of stars, the little dipper and big 
dip|ier, they are all there twinkling at me, then 
the many colored siiafts of the glorious northern 
lights crossing tlie sky, wave after wave. All the 
noises of the night seem to have their proper 
places in this camp life. I will often hear the 
crashing of tlie brush and snapping of twigs as 
some heavy animal comes along, the crackling of 
the fire, the wind among tlie trees, the howl 
of the timber wolf, they all seem to blend into one 
beautiful whole. 

ASLEEP IN THE FIRE’S GLOW. 

Then pile on three or four logs, a few spoken 
prayers, then slide into tlie sleeping bag and draw 
tlie flap over tlie face and it is time to get up 
before a fellow knows where In* is. All hem! it 
makes a man sometimes envy the limiters of tlie 
sunny south as you try to draw down tlie flap of 
the sleeping hag and find your whiskers frozen 
to your pillow. Then after the fire is good anil 
hot you find tlie ice too thick in the water hole to 
chop out so you content yourself with melting snow 
to get enough water to make coffee with. Then 
the bannock, made only last night and lying near 
the big fire is frozen as hard as stone. But we get 
used to everything in this world. So the good 
night’s camp is left at last and the trapper starts 
out on his rounds again. Yes, this is the life! I 
love tlie woods and have lived .in them for the last 
twenty years. I often think I’d like to go to tlie 
city, hut I was in a city once and three days was 
my limit. I couldn’t stand it any longer, I had to 
•like for tlie woods. I am hoping to make a good 
rat hunt as soon as we get open water, but all our 
streams are still in tlie grasp of tlie Ice King. 



PITY THE POOR OSTRICH 



Not least unfortunate among the sufferers from 
the war are the ostriches. An ostrich a dozen years 
ago was a very valuable animal, tlie price of a 
well-grown young bird lieiug ordinarily' about $500. 
Ostrich farming was a prospering and promising 
industry' in this country, though the main source 
of feather supply was South Afriea. At that period 
we were inqiorting 000,000 pounds of tlie plumes 
annually' from t’aiie Colony, representing u first- 
hand value of $3,000,000. The Ca|ie government had 
put an embargo on exportation of tlie birds, because 
it wislied to discourage rivals in the market. But 
there were more than 6.000 in tlie United States — 
the hulk of them iu Arizona and Southern Cali- 
fornia. There were a few in Florida, and a flock 
was started near ltlootnsburg, X. J. Unluckily, not 
long before tie- war began, ostrich feathers sud- 
denly went out of fashion. The price of plumes 
dropped. Then came Armageddon, and the South 
African flocks mostly perished of starvation. It 
did not pay to feed them, provender being scarce. 
And now we learn that in Arizona large numbers 
of the birds are being slaughtered for meat. 
Women are not wearing their feathers, and it does 
not pay to keep them. It is surely a great pity. 
Tlie fashion for ostrich plumes will certainly come 
back, and they will be very costly by reason of the 
scarcity of the birds. From the naturalist’s view- 
Iioiut it is extremely fortunate that the French 
government maintains in tlie Sudan a great ostrich 
preserve, iu which tlie birds are not allowed to be 
hunted or killed. From this source the domesti- 
cated flocks may be recruited later on. — Baltimore 
American. 



TRAPPING THE TIMBER WOLF 

Cunning and Carnivorous Pirate of the Woods Is 
Outguessed by Man. 

Tlie range of the gray wolf extends from Nova 
Scotia to the Rocky Mountains, where, as in the 
country to the west, it is supplanted by the brown 
wolf. In the south it gives way to the black, in 
the far north to the white, and on the prairies to 
the red wolf. The habits of the first four are 
identical in every respect. Except for color there 
is no distinct line of demarcation; the trappers 
and Indians regard them as geographical variations 
of one species and group them all under the one 
name of “timber” wolf. The red wolf — more 
commonly known as the prairie wolf or coyote — 
is entirely distinct and bears more resemblance to 
a fox than a typical wolf. 

The skin of tlie wolf is at its best in January 
and February, and that of the white wolf is by far 
the most valuable, often bringing thirty dollars 
or more, while that of the others rarely sells for 
ten, and usually for not more than five or six 
dollars, and that of the coyote is worth even less. 
Blit in most states sufficient bounties are offered 
for the scalps to make successful wolf trapping 
highly profitable, independent of the value of the 
skins. 

Wolves were formerly so numerous in many 
parts of tlie country as to be a source of danger to 
the early settlers. Rut they have been driven hack 
by civilization until they are now seldom found 
except in tlie dense forests and the sparsely settled 
districts near them. 

The wolf is extremely swift of foot. Its organs 
of sight, scent and hearing are wonderfully de- 
veloiied. It is observant, has a good memory and an 
intelligence that amounts almost to reason, and is 
the most cautious and cunning of animals. For 
these reasons it is the most difficult of all animals 
to capture, either by shooting or trapping, and tlie 
weapon that lias been most commonly employed 
against it is poison. However, as soon as the 
jioison begins to take effect a wolf will imme- 
diately seek a secure hiding place, and because of 
its swiftness and vitality will often cover several 
miles before it finally succumbs. Therefore, al- 
though poison is most effective in exterminating 
tlie animals, thousands of skins and bounties are 
lost by its use. 

The wolf is exclusively carnivorous. Its favor- 
ite food is mutton or venison or a young calf, but 
it will eat meat of any kind. A greater part of 
the so-called popular information regarding its 
habits is misleading, if not erroneous. It is not 
cowardly, it does not hunt in organized packs, 
it is not cannibalistic, it is not gregarious, it lias 
no fixed den or other habitation, anil it is fond of 
and even affectionate toward its mate and off- 
spring. Opinions to the contrary are based upon 
isolated instances and not upon an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the animal. 

CAMOUFLAGED STEEL TRAPS USED. 

It is trapped with steel traps exclusively and never 
with deadfalls, spring poles or snares. It is en- 
tirely too shrewd for these. It is often advised 
that traps be set in water to insure snecess. As a 
matter of fact a wolf never steps into water if 
it can possibly avoid doing so, and a trap set in 
open water will always fail. However, if one can 
be set in a shallow stream and so skillfully camou- 
flaged as to present the appearance of a small 
natural island, offering a dry footing for crossing 
the stream, it will usually be successful, provided 
the wolf is a stranger to the locality and sees fit 
to cross at that point. If, however, it has been in 
the habit of crossing the stream near that place and 
tlie island suddenly appears, the wolf will seek 
another crossing place. It is often recommended 
that a calf or a sheep be inclosed in a crate or 
tethered by a ro)>e and left in the woods as a 
bait with traps set round it. This method is often 
successful when trapping tlie prairie wolf, but 
never so when dealing with the timber wolf. Tlie 
latter will suspect a trap or a decoy and will in- 
variably avoid it. 

Great stress is also laid upon the necessity of 
destroying or overiiowering the man-scent. As a 
matter of fact the man scent — so alarming to most 
of the smaller animals — is attractive to timber 
wolves, and they will follow the track for miles. 
I know this to be a fact, for I have liad them fol- 
low in my tracks, come closer to me than I eared 
to have them, and even continue to follow me after 
I had crossed the tracks of both a rabbit and a deer. 

A wolf cannot be decoyed into approaching an 
inhabited dwelling or a camp or other place where it 
may have reason to suspect an ambush, but it will 
unhesitatingly enter the space upon which a party 
of limiters or lumbermen have built a fin* and 
eaten their noonday meal. It fears a fire aliove 
most other things, but, if the fire lias burned itself 
completely out so that no sparks remain, a wolf 
will lie down in tlie ashes and sleep till morning, 
provided there is nothing of a suspicious nature iu 
the surroundings. It will devour every bom* and 
scrap of meat left from the lumberman's dinner. It 
will eat the rawhide strings with which he fastens 
his wedges together. It will gnaw thp handle of 
liis ax, presumably for the taste of the fat im- 
parted by tlie perspiration of the chopper's hand, 
and I have known it to eat a pair of leather mit- 
tens inadvertently left on a log. So much for the 
man scent fallacy. 

The one thing it does fear, even more than it 
fears a spark of fire among the ashes, is a steel 
trap buried in the ground. It is able to detect 
a trap by the 6cent and it is this scent that must 
be overcome or disguised. This can easily he done 
by using an old, rusty trap and covering it with a 
coating of beeswax. Tlie wolf is readily attracted 
by scents of various kinds and many are employed. 
Some are valuable under certain conditions, but any 
scent, although it may attract a wolf from a long 
distance, becomes re|iellent if it suggests conditions 
different from those existing. Thus, the odor aris- 
ing from decaying meat is one of the best scents 
and a piece of fresh, bloody meat is one of tlie 
best baits; yet, if combined, they will -only serve 
to make a wolf more cautious, and will rarely be 
successful. However, tlie most attractive scent 
•s the odor arising from roasting meat, and the most 
attractive bait is the roasted meat itself. 

BURNED MEAT EFFECTIVE BAIT. 

Tlie most successful method of trapping a wolf 
is for tlie trapper to place a good-size piece of meat 
on the ground — tlie carcass of a rabbit is excellent 
for the purpose. Then set plenty of traps in a 
double circle around it, cover well with wet leaves, 
or bury in the snow if in winter. Pile brush and 
wood, the more the better, over both meat and 
traps, and burn it. Then sit down in a natural 
manner and eat lunch, throwing boyes and bits of 
meat here and there round the fire. Wait until 
the fire has completely burned out before going 
away and be sure to leave everything in a natural 
condition. Do tiie same the following day. Within 
a week from the time that a wolf first scents the 
burning meat it is almost certain to be in oae of 
the traps. 

In trapping wolves traps having a spread ol j aw 
of fully nine inches should be used; tlie spring 
should be exceedingly stiff, and the pan so adjusted 



that considerable weight will be required to spring 
it. The reason for this is that, in approaching 
the bait, a wolf will use such extreme caution that 
it will often step so carefully on a trap as to spring 
it and be able to withdraw its foot before the jaws 
can close. A full grown wolf will weigh about one 
hundred pounds, and the pan of tlie trap should be 
so adjusted that it will sustain a weight of fully 
ten pounds. , 

The traps should be set in a double circle, not 
only to preclude the possibility of a wolf’s reaching 
the bait without stepping in a trap, but because 
the wolf mates early in winter and from that time 
until the middle of summer usually hunts in pairs, 
so that there is a strong likelihood of capturing 
both animals if a sufficient number of traits is set. 

The young are brought forth late in spring and, 
until along toward the close of summer, the entire 
family often travels together. As fall approaches, 
however, family ties are severed and all the mem- 
bers become solitary. Naturalists tell us that the 
number of young in a litter ranges from seven to 
ten. Indians tell us that the number is rarely 
above four. — Country Gentleman. , . 

ANCESTRY OF RUSSIAN WOLFHOUND 

The marked family resemblance of the long-coated 
greyhounds of eastern Russia, Persia and that sec- 
tion of Europe and Asia demonstrates clearly that 
there lias been for many years a defined type of 
greyhound, or racing hound, which we have known 
for some thirty years as tlie Russian wolfhound. 

They were introduced into this country and quite 
a discussion as to the correct name raged among 
famiers. Some insisted on calling them the “bor- 
zoi” and others simply the “Russian dog,” when 
the late James Watson came to the rescue and sug- 
gested the name of Russian wolfhound, and they 
have b»-en known by that name ever since. 

One of the first Russian wolfhounds that was im- 
ported into this country was a black and tan hound 
named Argus. He vijis a thoroughly typical hound, 
hut certainly was in marked contrast to the hand- 
some lemon and white and brindle and white 
hounds that he competed against at that time. 

Argus possessed wonderful conformation, and it 
took a good dog judge to place him over his hand- 
some rivals. 

One of the first men who went directly to Russia 
anil brought Russian wolfhounds out was the late 
Stedman Hanks of Koston. Mr. Hanks did more 
than anyone else to popularize them along in the 
early eighties of the last century. Tlie next man 
to do his bit for the Russian wolfhound was Joseph 
B. Thomas. Jr., who, while a student at Yale, es- 
tablished with some classmates the Valley Farm 
Kennels, situated at Simsbury, Uonn. Mr. Thomas 
went direct to Russia himself after his graduation 
from Yale and brought over the most wonderful 
lot of wolfhounds that was ever collected. Rut, 
alas! dog jiolith-s and the powers that are in tlie 
American dog world so contrived it that the man 
who hud given up liis time and money — in fact, a 
small fortune — to popularize the Russian wolfhound 
was east aside and naturally lost all interest in 
the breed. 

The Russian wolfhound was used in its native 
land to hunt the wolves that are still so plentiful 
iu some sections of that great country. For this 
purpose they were kept in a more or less wild state. 

But the dogs in this country, by careful handling 
and judicious breeding, have become so domesticated % 

that they are perfectly eligible as family pets and 
make splendid companions. No handsomer dog 
walks down the avenue than the stately, dignified 
Russian wolfhound on tlie end of a leusli iu tlie 
hand of a fashionably gowned woman. 
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
